Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 76-80 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner agrees 
that the prior art doesn't teach the limitation of independent claim 76 of "using said second 
microprocessor to apply a second effect to said first-effected frame, applying said first effect to a 
next frame by said first microprocessor approximately during the time that said second 
microprocessor is applying said second effect to said first-effected frame" as argued by 
Appellant on page 10 of the Appeal Brief filed on 4/23/2010.
